The Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan wants 
to thank the local partners 
that made the mass testing 
event this past weekend pos- 
sible. From June 7-8th, over 
550 people were tested at the 
Odawa Casino drive-thru 
testing site. This could not 
have been done without staff 
from Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan, Little 
Traverse Bay Band of Odawa 
Indians, and the Odawa 
Casino, in addition to the 
support of the Tri-County Of- 
fice of Emergency Manage- 
ment, the Petoskey 
Department of Public Safety, 
Emmet County Road Com- 
mission, the Michigan State 
Police and Michigan Na- 
tional Guard. We anticipate 
results to be available within 
two weeks of the test date. 

Moving forward, due to in- 
creased movement through- 
out our communities, more 
testing of the general popula- 
tion, and pre-surgical testing, 
we are likely to see more 
cases including those who 
display no symptoms. As 
this becomes more common, 
it is imperative to remember 
that the community mitiga- 


tion measures required of 
open businesses and individ- 
uals are the most protective 
actions we can take. 

“As we are phasing back 
into our new normal, it is our 
goal to support increased 
testing locally to showcase 
an improvement in COVID-19 
prevalence and risk in our 
communities and across the 
state. With increased testing 
we will have access to more 
data to monitor the pandemic 
risk, and strengthen our ca- 
pacity for future testing as 
needed,” shares Dr. Meyer- 
son, Medical Director. “It is 
still just as important to fol- 
low social distancing, mask- 
ing, and hygiene measures, 
as these measures are in-

tended to work together to 
protect us through these 
stages of reopening and the 
allowable community inter- 
action.” 

We will continue to report 
the most up to date COVID-19 
data on our dashboard, and 
highlight information that is 
important to protect the pub- 
lic’s health in our press re- 
leases.

Boyne City 
Police arrest 
subject for 
Attempted 
Murder 


On Tuesday June 2nd at 
approximately 11:55 AM the 
Boyne City Police Depart- 
ment responded to the re- 
port of an armed subject at 
a residence on Wilson St. in 
Boyne City. The call to 911 
reported the male suspect 
had a knife and was break- 
ing windows. When Boyne 
City Police Officers arrived 
they found the 58 year old 
male suspect, still in posses- 
sion of the knife, physically 
restrained by other sub- 
jects. The officers found a 
37 year old male at the resi- 
dence with injuries consis- 
tent with knife wounds. 

The suspect is alleged to 
have assaulted the victim 
with the knife and caused 
damage to the building and 
vehicles. The suspect was 
taken in to custody and 
lodged at the Charlevoix 
County Jail. The 
Charlevoix County Prosecu- 
tor has authorized the fol- 
lowing charges in this case:

and Habitual Offender — 
Fourth Offense Notice. 

The suspect and victim 
are non-family residents of 
the same household. The 
victim was treated at the 
scene by Boyne City EMS. 
The altercation took place 
during an argument over 
money and possible evic- 
tion. 

The suspect’s name is 
being withheld pending for- 
mal arraignment.

New COVID-19 safety 
measures 

The DNR has developed 
new operational and sanita- 
tion procedures to ensure the 
safety of visitors, volunteers 
and staff.

Mackinac State Historic 
Parks is excited to begin wel- 
coming guests to its historic 
sites and facilities starting 
June 12 with an increased em- 
phasis on the health and 
safety of visitors and staff. 
The first sites to open will be 
in Mackinaw City: Colonial 
Michilimackinac, the Colo- 
nial Michilimackinac Visi- 
tor’s Center, and the 
Michilimackinac State Park 
restrooms will open Friday, 
June 12; Old Mackinac Point 
Lighthouse will open Satur- 
day, June 13; Historic Mill 
Creek Discovery Park and the 
David A. Armour Visitor’s 
Center will open Monday, 
June 15. 

On Friday, June 19, MSHP 
will open its buildings and fa- 
cilities on Mackinac Island. 
This includes: Fort Mackinac; 
The Richard and Jane 
Manoogian Mackinac Art 
Museum; Historic Downtown 
Mackinac (Benjamin Black- 
smith Shop and the American 
Fur Company Store & Dr. 
Beaumont Museum); the 
Mackinac Island State Park 
Visitor’s Center and rest- 
rooms; Mission Church; Bark 
Chapel; Fort Holmes Block- 
house; British Landing Na- 
ture Center and restrooms; 
Arch Rock restrooms; and the 
Station 256 Conference Room. 

The Biddle House, featur- 
ing the Mackinac Island Na- 
tive American Museum, will 
open at a later date in 2020 
due to construction delays 
during the Covid-19 pan- 
demic. 

“We’re excited to get our 
historic sites open for the 2020 
season and offer the world- 
class living history programs 
and activities for our guests,” 
said Phil Porter, Mackinac 
State Historic Parks Director. 
“We have developed, using 
our Visitor First philosophy, a 
set of guidelines that will 
safely welcome guests to our 
sites while allowing for a fun 
and educational time.” 


The health and safety of 
the visitors and staff of Mack- 
inac State Historic Parks re- 
mains a primary concern. To 
ensure that everyone visiting 
an MSHP site has an enjoy- 
able experience, the following 
guidelines will be in place: 

- Anyone that been in re- 
cent close contact with a con- 
firmed case of Covid-19, are 
experiencing a cough, short- 
ness of breath, or sore throat 
at the time of visit, or have ex- 
perienced symptoms such as 
a fever, lost of taste or smell, 
vomiting, diarrhea or fever in 
the 48 hours prior to arrival 
are asked to not enter any 
sites. 

- A face mask is required at

doing our part.” 

“We are still on an en- 
couraging trajectory across 
the state, and while there 
are regional differences, we 
are seeing continued gen- 
eral rates of decline in 
cases and deaths,” said 
MDHHS Chief Deputy for 
Health and Chief Medical 
Executive Dr. Joneigh 
Khaldun.

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MHSAA Summer Guidance Update 


Based on Governor Whit- 
mer’s ending of the “Safer-at- 
Home” order on June 1, the 
MHSAA is providing the fol- 
lowing updated guidance re- 
garding summer sports 
activity. 

Here are the key points of 
emphasis in this communica- 
tion: 

1. Member schools may 
begin summer activities at 
school facilities as long as 
BOTH the school/school dis- 
trict has declared school fa- 
cilities open to students/staff 
AND the academic school 
year (last day of online in- 
struction/exams) has ended. 
Under current orders, only 
OUTDOOR school facilities 
may be used if both condi- 
tions above have been met. 

2. Given the Governor’s 
June 1 order allowing OUT- 
DOOR groups of 100 or fewer 
with physical distancing, this 
has moved all OUTDOOR ac- 
tivity to a “Modified Step 2” 
in the “MHSAA/NFHS Re- 
Opening of School Sports” 
guidance document from 
May 29. This is modified be- 
cause competition may not 
start yet due to the physical 
distancing requirement of six 
feet. Only outdoor workouts 
and practices are allowed at 
this time following the physi- 
cal distance guidance and 
outdoor limits of 100 or fewer 
if school district facilities are 
open (see #1 above). Unless 
proper cleaning and physical 
distancing is practiced, the 
use of restrooms and other 
indoor facilities including 
training rooms should be 
avoided. 

3. The following four-page 
document has been modified 
from the original guidance 
document as it addresses cur- 
rent conditions as defined by 
the June 1 Executive Order. It 
is anticipated that the con- 
trolling factor in progressing 
between the Steps is the 
number of people allowed in 
groups as set by the Gover- 
nor, thus the current allowed 
outdoor activity is a modifi- 
cation of Step 2. When indoor 
facilities open in the future, 
and if the limit of 10 persons 
exists, that indoor activity 
would start with 

Step 1. The MHSAA will 
continue to communicate on 
the progression of steps 
based on future government 
direction. 

4, All MHSAA out-of-sea- 
son summer coaching regula- 
tions continue to apply (e.g. 
voluntary, not part of team 
selection, etc.).

Effective Date: June 2, 2020 


With Governor Whitmer’s 
ending of the Safer-at-Home 
order effective on June 1, 
member schools may begin 
summer activities at school 
facilities as long as these two 
conditions are BOTH met: 

1. The school or school dis- 
trict has declared school fa- 
cilities open to students and 
staff. 

2. The academic school 
year (last day of online in- 
struction/exams) has ended. 

If BOTH of these condi- 
tions have been met, see the 
guidance below under this 
current step that is effective 
as of June 2, 2020. 


Key Points: 


¢ Only OUTDOOR activity 
may take place in groups of 
100 or fewer with physical 
distancing. All INDOOR facil- 
ities including gyms, weight 
rooms, ice arenas, training 
centers, workout areas, 
wrestling rooms, fitness cen- 
ters, bowling alleys, natatori- 
ums and exercise studios 
remain CLOSED. At the pres- 
ent time, this includes all in- 
door school facilities. 

¢ Given the Governor’s 
June 1 order allowing OUT- 
DOOR groups of 100 or fewer 
with physical distancing, this 
has moved all OUTDOOR ac- 


tivity to a “Modified Step 2” 
in the “MHSAA/NFHS Re- 
Opening of School Sports” 
guidance document from 
May 29.

¢ Bowling: Indoor bowling 
centers remained closed. 

¢ Girls Lacrosse: Drills are 


allowed that keep all players 
physically distant; there 
should be no physical contact 
or close proximity of players. 
Common equipment, such as 
the ball, must be cleaned as 
permitted during a practice 
or workout. Players should 
not share lacrosse sticks. 

¢ Gymnastics: Equipment 
must be cleaned between ro- 
tations of athletes. Physical 
distancing must be main- 
tained. 

Training must take place 
outdoors. 

¢ Ice Hockey: Indoor rinks 
remain closed. If an outdoor 
rink is used for roller hockey, 
drills are allowed that keep 
all players physically distant 
and there should be no physi- 
cal contact or close proximity 
of players. Common equip- 
ment, such as the puck, must 
be cleaned as permitted dur- 
ing a practice or workout. 
Players should not share 
hockey sticks. 

¢ Soccer: Drills are allowed 
that keep all players physi- 
cally distant; there should be 
no physical contact or close 
proximity of players. Com- 
mon equipment, such as the 
ball, must be cleaned as per- 
mitted during a practice or 
workout session. 

¢ Softball: All players must 
be physically distant. Players 
should not share gloves, bat- 
ting gloves, helmets and 
catcher’s equipment. Com- 
mon equipment, such as the 
ball, must be cleaned as per- 
mitted during a practice or 
workout session. 

¢ Volleyball: Drills are al- 
lowed that keep all players 
physically distant; there 
should be no physical contact 
or close proximity of players. 
Common equipment, such as 
the ball, must be cleaned as 
permitted during a practice 
or workout session. Activity 
must take place outdoors. 


Higher Risk 
Sports: 


Boys Lacrosse, 
Competitive Cheer, 
Football, Wrestling 


¢ Boys Lacrosse: Drills are 
allowed that keep all players 
physically distant; there 
should be no physical contact 
or close proximity of players. 
Common equipment, such as 
the ball, must be cleaned as 
permitted during a practice 
or workout. Contact with 
other players is not allowed. 
Players should not share 
lacrosse sticks or face off. 

* Competitive Cheer: Con- 
ditioning and individual tech- 
nique/choreography work. 
No physical contact- chants 
and jumps, only, with physi- 
cal distancing. Activity must 
take place outdoors. 

¢ Football: Drills are al- 
lowed that keep all players 
physically distant; there 
should be no physical contact 
or close proximity of players. 
Common equipment, such as 
the ball, must be cleaned as 
permitted during a practice 
or workout. Contact with 
other players is not allowed, 
and there should be no use of 
tackling dummies / shields / 
sleds. Protective equipment 
other than helmets is prohib- 
ited; helmets may not be 
shared. 

¢ Wrestling: Conditioning, 
mirror drills with spacing, no 
contact. Wrestlers may drill 
without touching a teammate 
(as long as physical distanc- 
ing is adhered to). Activity 
must take place outdoors. 


MODIFIED STEP 2 
REMINDERS: 


Facility Cleaning: 

- Adequate cleaning sched- 
ules should be created and 
implemented for all athletic 
facilities. 

- Prior to an individual or 
groups of individuals enter- 
ing a facility, hard surfaces 
within that facility should be 
wiped down and sanitized 
(benches, weight equipment, 
bathrooms, athletic training 
room tables, etc.). 

¢ Individuals should wash 
their hands for a minimum 
of 20 seconds with warm 
water and soap or hand sani- 
tizer before touching any sur- 


faces or participating in 
workouts. 

¢ Hand sanitizer should be 
plentiful and available to in- 
dividuals as they transfer 
from place to place. 

¢ Appropriate 
clothing/shoes should be 
worn at all times to minimize 
sweat from transmitting onto 
equipment/surfaces. 

¢ Any equipment such as 
athletic pads, etc., having 
holes with exposed foam 
should be covered. 

¢ Students must be encour- 
aged to shower and wash 
their workout clothing imme- 
diately upon returning to 
home. 


Entrance/Exit 
Strategies: 


- Consider organization to 
prevent groups from gather- 
ing at entrances/exits to fa- 
cilities to limit crossover and 
contact, including staggering 
starting/ending times. 


Limits on Gatherings: 


¢ No gathering of more 
than 100 people at a time out- 
doors (NO INDOOR ACTIV- 
ITY IS ALLOWED YET). 

¢ Locker rooms may not be 
utilized during this step. Stu- 
dents should report to work- 
outs in proper gear and 
immediately return home to 
shower at end of the work- 
out. NO USE OF INDOOR FA- 
CILITIES! 

¢ Workouts should be con- 
ducted in “pods” of students 
with the same small group of 
students always working out 
together. This ensures more 
limited exposure if someone 
develops an infection. 

¢ There must be a mini- 
mum distance of 6 feet be- 
tween individuals at all 
times. 


Pre-Workout 
Screening: 


- All coaches and students 
should be screened daily for 
signs / symptoms of COVID- 
19 prior to participating, in- 
cluding a temperature check. 
This check may take place 
onsite or be completed and 
verified prior to arrival on- 
site (at home, for example). 
Anyone with a temperature 
of greater than 100.3 degrees 
should not participate and be 
sent home. 

¢ Responses to screening 
questions for each person 
should be recorded and 
stored so that there is a 


record of everyone present in 
case a student develops 
COVID-19. These records 
must be kept confidential. 
Sample form at MHSAA.com. 

¢ Any person with positive 
symptoms reported should 
not be allowed to participate, 
should self-isolate, and 

contact their primary care 
provider or other health-care 
professional. Involve local 
health departments if posi- 
tive cases of COVID are dis- 
covered. 

¢ Vulnerable individuals 
should not supervise or par- 
ticipate in any workouts. 
School districts will make the 
decision on vulnerable indi- 
viduals. 


Face Coverings: 


¢ State, local or school dis- 
trict guidelines for cloth face 
coverings should be strictly 
followed. 

* Cloth face coverings 
should be considered accept- 
able. There is no need to re- 
quire or recommend 
“medical grade” masks for 
physical activity. 

¢ Any student who prefers 
to wear a cloth face covering 
should be allowed to do so. 

¢ In the absence of guide- 
lines to the contrary, we rec- 
ommend that cloth face 
coverings be worn by stu- 
dents. 

Exceptions are swimming, 
distance running or other 
high-intensity aerobic activ- 
ity. 

¢ Plastic shields covering 
the entire face will not be al- 
lowed during participation 
due to the risk of unintended 

injury to the person wear- 
ing the shield or others. 

* Coaches, officials and all 
other personnel are encour- 
aged to wear cloth face cover- 
ings at all times and are 
strongly encouraged to wear 
cloth face coverings when- 
ever physical distancing is 
not possible. (Artificial noise- 
makers such as an air horn 
or a timer system with an 
alarm can be used to signal 
in place of a traditional whis- 
tle.) 


Hygiene Practices: 


¢ Wash your hands with 
soap and water or use hand 
sanitizer, especially after 
touching frequently used 
items or surfaces. 

- Sneeze or cough into a tis- 
sue, or the inside of your 
elbow. Avoid touching your 
face. 

¢ Disinfect frequently used 


items and surfaces as much 
as possible. 

* Do not spit at all - air, 
ground, equipment, hands, 
sunflower seeds, etc. 

¢ All students shall bring 
their own water bottle. Water 
bottles must not be shared. 

¢ Hydration stations (water 
cows, water trough, water 
fountains, etc.) should not be 
utilized. Food should not be 
shared. 


Facility Access: 


¢ Locker rooms should not 
be used. Students should re- 
port in appropriate attire and 
immediately return home to 
shower after participation. 
No students allowed in a 
training area unless the ath- 
letic trainer is present. 

¢ Currently all indoor facil- 
ities remain closed. 


Physical Activity & 
Equipment: 

¢ All athletic equipment, 
including balls, should be 
cleaned intermittently dur- 
ing practices and contests. 

¢ There should be no 
shared athletic equipment 
(towels, clothing, shoes, or 
sport-specific equipment) 
when possible between stu- 
dents. 

¢ Students should wear 
their own appropriate work- 
out clothing (do not share 
clothing); individual cloth- 
ing/towels should be washed 
and cleaned after every work- 
out. 

¢ All athletic equipment, 
including balls, should be 
cleaned after each use and 
prior to the next workout. 

* Individual drills requir- 
ing the use of athletic equip- 
ment are permissible, but the 
equipment should be cleaned 
prior to use by the next indi- 
vidual. 

¢ Resistance training 
should be emphasized 
through the use of body 
weight and resistance bands. 

¢ Physical contact such as 
handshakes, high-fives, fist 
bumps, and hugs should not 
be allowed.
